manor, with the remains of it, continued till the reign 
of king Henry VIII. when Thomas Cranmer, arch- 
biſhop of Canterbury, in the 2 9th year of it, conveyed 
it, as well as all his eſtates whatſoever in this parifh, 
except the church of Wrotham, and its appendages, to 
that king, in exchange for other premiſes; at which 
time the ſcite and demeſnes of it were let by the arch · 
biſnop at the yearly rent of 51.

8d. and there were 
paid to the archbiſnop (who reſerved the royalty and 
rents of the manor to himſelf) from the farmers and 
tenants of it, of antient cuſtom, annually, two hundred 
and ſixty-four hens, valued at ſixty-ſix ſbulings ; ; 1159.

It is ſuppoſed to have taken its name 
from its low and watry ſituation. 

Tux rARISH of Watringbury is almoſt ſquare, about 

a mile and a quarter each way, and contains about 
eighty- three families. 

So much of it as lies Crd of the quarry hills, 
which croſs the northern part of it, is within the diſ- 
trick of the Weald; beyond which chere are ſome cop- 
pice woods achoining to Eaſt-Malling heath.

It is not a large building. and has a ſquare tower at 
the welt end of it. It is kept remarkably neat, and 
in good repair. The grave; ſtones of the Filmers in 
it area complete ſeries of this family, from the time 
of their coming to reſide in this paruh. All the 
braſſes on them are perfect. The grave-ſtone over 
Sir Edward Filmer, who died in 1629, within the al- 
tat rails, is very curious, having an entire ſheet of 
copper over it, with the portraits s of himmſelf, his wife, 
and his numerous iſſue, engraved: on it, and their 
names reſpectively over them, and the coats of arms 
and quarterings, belonging to him and his wife, at 
the corners of it. There is a neat buſt in white mar- 
ble of the late Sir Edward Filmer, bart. who died in 
1755, with an inſeription to his memory againſt the 
wall, over the pew where the family ſit. 

The church of Sutton was antiently part of the

His eldeft for Philip Dor- 
mer Stanhope, earl of Cheſterfield, became remarkable 
for the brilliancy of his wit, and the politenefs of his 
manners. He was an eminent ſtateſman, and much in 
favor with king George I. and IF. who conferred on

the 28th year of king Edward I. poſſeſſed of it, hold- 
ing it in capite by the ſervice of one knight's fee. He 
ſeems to have been ſucceeded in it by his next brother 
William, uſually afterwards tiled of Aldington, who 
was a juſtice itinerant, both in the reigns of king ä 
Henty III. and Edward I. and died, far advanced in 
years, anno 14 Edward II. /, p. being ſucceeded in 
this manor by Reginald his nephew, ſtiled likewiſe 
Cobham, of Aldington, ſom of his eldeſt brother John 
de Cobham, by his ſecond wife. His ſon, Reginald 
de Cobham, in the 14th year of Edward HI. pro-

_ ethers.” He died in the 35th year of that reign, pol- 
ſeſſed of this manor, held of the king in 'cap#te, as of 
tbde caſtle of Rocheſter, then in the king's hands, by 
the ſervice of paying to the ward of that caſtle, in lieu 
of all ſervice.

1 William Pope, vicar of the chk as 1 in 1464, 
was buried in the church-yard, cloſe to the ſouth· weſt corner of 
the .

BREDHURST. | 


THE laſt p pariſh undeſcribed.in; this hundred i is. .that 
of Bredhurſt, ck lies at the north-welt. corner: of. it, 
aoining to the pariſh. of Rainham norchward, being 
wholly, in tbe. diviſon of Feſt, Kenn. 

This place takes its name from its tuation among 
the woods, rade, in old Engliſh, figaifying broad, and 

hurſt a wood, i. e. the: froad extended wood. | 


The manor of. Hollingborne claims over a. part af | 


this pariſh, Bredhurſt lies about two miles northward 
from the ſummit of the chalk hills, and joins, that part 
of Boxley which lies above them; to the northward it

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joins Rainham, the churches being about two miles 
and a half apart. The pariſh is ſurrounded by an ex- 
tenſive range of woods, in it and the different adjoining 
pariſhes, the north-eaſt part of this pariſh being almoſt 
covered. with them. It is ſituated in ſo unfrequented a 
part of this county, that ĩt is hardly known to any one, 
it lies moſtly on high ground, and very cold and bleak. 
The hills here are very frequent and ſteep, the lands 
very poor and hungry, and the flint ſtones very nume- 
rous. The village is built round a green, with the 
church at a ſmall diſtance eaſtward from | it. 

Almoſt adjoining to the church - yard northward, 
Ae is a wood, where the inhabitants have a report, 
that there was once a village, called Bredhurſt town. 
Several wells are yet remaining in it. 

At about a mile's diſtance from the church, is Ren- 
ley itreet, ſo called from a family who once reſided at 
it; one of them, Iſabella Kymſley, widow, of this 
place, by her will, in 159 5, deviſed to her ſon John, 
the elder, two pieces of woodland in this pariſh, on 
condition, that he ſhould yearly: keep a drinking on 
All Saints day at night, to the value of a buſhel and an 
half of wheat, and two buſhels of malt, and ſixteen- 
pence in cheeſe, till 46s, 8d. a be yearly laid out 

and expende. 
Ihe Kemſleys were W in a a chapel on the ſouth 
fide of this church, in which there was formerly a braſs 
plate over Thomas Keim; elq. of leer, 
who died in 1586. 

Tun Manor of Bredhurſt was antiently part of tle 

ſſeſſions of the eminent family of Northwood, of 
Northwood Caſtenors, in Middleton; one of whom, 
John de Northwood, died poſſeſſed of i it in the ſecond 
year of king Richard II. as appears by the eſcheat- rolls 


of that year. And in this church was once a braſs 


plate for William Northwood, and four of his ſons, 
who he buried here.

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Soon After which, this manor; with that of Mere- 
court, in the adjoining pariſh of Rainham, and the 
eſtates called Merethorne, now Mereſbarrow, was pur- 
chaſed, among others, by John, duke of Lancaſter, 
and others, feoffees in truſt, for the performance of 
certain religious bequeſts in the laſt will of king Ed- 
ward III. 
That king, by his letters patent in his 22d year, had | 
endowed and completed the chapel which had been” 
begun by his predeceſſor king Stephen, in his palace 
at Weſtminſter, and made it a collegiate chapel, to 
conſiſt of a dean and twelve ſecular canons, and other 
miniſters, to pray for his foul and thoſe of his anceſtors 
and ſucceſſors; and he granted, that they ſhould re- 
ceive at his treaſury as much as would ſupply them 
with food, and ſupport the burthens incumbent on 
them, until he could give them as much in lands and 
rents as amounted to five hundred pounds yearly in- 
come, to the performance of which he bound himſelf 
and his heirs, kings of this realm, and by his will en- 
joined the duke of Lancaſter, and others his feoffees. 
They, in compliance with the king's will, purchaſed 
the manors of Bredhurſt and Mere, among other pre- 
miſes in this county and elſe where, in the beginning of 
king Richard II. 's reign, and then, in the 5th year of 
it, demiſed them to the dean and canons before- men- 
tioned, for forty years, to the intent that the king 
might grant them in mortmain for ever. After which, 
by means of ſome falſe repreſentations made by Sir 
Simon de Burley, the king granted theſe manors to 
him, but he having forfeited them, with his life, for 
 tightreaſon, in the 10th year of that reign, that prince, 
by his letters patent, in his 12th year, at the petition of 
the dean and canons, granted to them the rents and 
Profits of theſe manors, among others, to hold to them

court, with their appurtenances, late in the tenure. 
nure of Sir Chriſtopher Hales, to Siri Thomas Cheney, 
' treaſurer of his houſhold, &c. He died in the iſt year 
of queen Elizabeth, and was ſucceeded in them by his 
ſon Henry Cheney, eſq, of Todington, in Bedford- 
ſhire, who, together with Jane his wife, in the lath 
year of that reign, alienared this eſtate, then held ix 
Abe the deſcription of the: manors of Merecourt,. 
alias Mereſcourt, Merethorne, and Bradhurſt, with 
their appurtenances, to Richard Thornhill, grocer, 
and Wolſtan Dyke Skinner, citizens of London, 
wWiich by fines afterwards levied, were declared to be 
15 on the uſe of the ſaid Richard Thoraehill;and his heirs 
for ever.
